8 of birds and animals 
wh may be due to some unex- 
plained force in the atmosphere, 
William Rowan, of the University 
of Alberta, reported today. 

About every 10 years the num- 
ber of. snowshoe hares, grouse 
and many other kinds of birds 
and animals reaches a peak. Then 
it declines slowly for a few years, 
finally begins to rise and reaches 
another crest in about a decade 
from the last previous top. 

The process has retained this 
pace for 200 years, Rowan said in 
a paper delivered before the 
North American Wild Life Con- 
ference. 

There is as yet no acceptable 
explanation for this “most curious 
wildlife enigma on the continent.” 
Rowan said factual information 
soon to be published suggests the 
cycle must hinge on some 
10-year cycle of force “in the 
atmosphere or upper atmos- 
phere.” 

The dominion is on the verge 
of «nother peak of sbundance. 
The declining phase of the cycle 
probably will begin in about 1952, 
Rowan said.

Estimating Replacefhents. 

The whole subject of defense 
is technical and difficult. The 
most accurate way of estimating 
replacement rates—and hence our 
strength in the air—is in terms 
of air-frame weight, the weight 
of aircraft annually delivered to 
the Air Force. Figures. are dull, 
but the figures quoted below are 
worth pondering. 

The Finletter report, to which 
Johnson referred, recommended 
a minimum annual delivery to the 
Air Force of 56,000,000 pounds of 
airframe weight by the end of 
1949.

“Plan B.“ Plan B was the rock 


bottom minimum recommenda- 


tion for American air strength. 
It was frankly designed, not to 
permit the capacity of strong de- 
fense or continuing retaliation, 
but to provide just sufficient 
strength “to prevent the loss of 
a war upon the outset of hostil- 
ities.” ’ 

Plan B called for annual pro- 
curement of 45,000,000 tons of 
airframe weight for the Air 
Force.

The story of man’s achievement in the 
field of graphie art begins with crude ex- 
amples of what may called Profile Art. 
Its earliest manifestations are to be found 
on the walls of caves painted by the Stone 
Age Man of the Auzignacian Period; and 
the art is continued in widely separated 
times and places and by peoples in all 
the possible degrees of civilization.

HAINAN INVASION 
BY FORCE OF 1000 
REDS REPORTED 


TAIPEI, Formosa, March 7 (AP) 
~- Approximately 1000 Chinese 
Communist troops have landed on 
the Nationalist-held island of Hai- 
nan and fighting is in progress, 
reports from Hainan said today. 

It was too early to tell whether 
the landing was just a small-scale 
attempt to test Hainan’s defenses 
or whether it was the beginning 
of the real invasion of that island 
off the coast of South China. 

The report was brought to For- 
mosa by the crew of one of Claire 
L. Chennaula’s air line planes. 
The crew said the control tower 
at the air field at Hoihow, Hai- 
nan’s capital, told them the Com- 
munists landed on the northwest- 
ern corner of the island.
